Glancing at the fashion books of 


ifiy and even seventy years ago it 
is carious to note how in many ways 
we are returning to the modes then 
in vogue. Nothing but short dress- 
es were to be seen half a century 
ago; the skirts were just long enough 
to show the shoes and boots and 
were trimmed with satin rouleaux 
and bias folds. The fashionable col- 
ors were Christmas holly green, pon- 
ceau, camel's hair brown, Indian red, 
scarlet, pink, clarence blue, giraffe 
yellow, camelopard yellow, mocassa 
brown, apricot, olive, peau de ser- 
pent, burrage blue, Egyptian Band, 
and violet shot with bottle green,— 
for shot silks were coming in then, 
as they are with us now. The Jan- 
uary of 1828 was particularly damp 
and cold, and Bilk and satin pelisses 
were the rage, but, like short Prin- 
oesse dresses, reaching to the hem, 
with a lace cape over the shoulders. 
These pelisses were also worn in the 
evening, cut low in the neck, and 
showed robings of white satin m 
front. Shawls and scarf shawls 
were coming in also, and feather 
trimmings found special favor. The 
hats worn were large, and dress hats 
were adopted, with full evening 
dress, made of satin and^auze, with 
blonde lappets and plumes of ostrich 
or marabout feathers, or floral wreath 
birds of paradise beiig arranged in- 
side and out. They were placed 
far back on the head. It is to be 
hoped that we shall not readopt any- 
thing so startling as a hat of para- 
diae yellow, lined with crimeon vel- 
vet, trimmed with white puffings 
and yellow ribbon, brocaded black, 
as worn by a belle of that day. 
There is much to learn in avoiding 
past follies. Our dresses have ot 
late hung closely to the figure, but 
have never as yet attained the scant- 
iness of those times. The skirts 
were always scanty, as well as short 
and trimmed often with one or two 
gathered flounces, scalloped at the 
edge, surrounded by one or two rows 
of straight aatin rouleaux; the bodi- 
ces full and banded, the sleeves 
large and puffed. Such bodices and 
Miffed sleeves are coming in again, 
is well as short dresses for evening 
which may, and very likely will, re- 
solve themselves into short Prin- 
cesses, not unlike pelisses.

THEEBAW, THE ISHCMAH KING 


King Theebaw, of Baroah, who is 


reported to have caused 700 men, wo- 
men ind children to be burned alive as 
a sacrifice for his restoration to health, 
a but 20 years old. Selected over his 
ilder brothers to rule, he paid the min- 
sters who had advanced him by im 
msoning them. 
'-Instead of these ad- 


risers of his father, he surrounded him- 
self with men, or boys of his own age 
and tastes, and the palace became the 
scene of orgies conducted absolutely 
without restraint. 
Another article 


lately published regarding him says : 
'Another of Tbeebaw's acts, immedi- 
ately after his accession, was to secure 
timself against palace plots by the 
imple process of killing all his rela- 
tives. 
A better idea of what this 


means can be gained by considering 
that the gay old monarch had fifty-three 
wives and 110 ehildren, of whom thirty- 
seven wives and fifty-nine children sur- 
vived him. It is impossible to say how 
many of these brothers, sisters, and 
step-mothers—so to speak—were kill- 
ed, but eighty is a fair compromise esti- 
mate. 
It must not be imagined thai 


they were disposed of with any senti- 
mental tenderness. 
At first the victims 


were led from their cells in twos anc 
threes to shekho to the King; then 
their heads were tied to their respect 
ive pairs of ankles, and blows with a 
heavy club on the backs of their necks 
ended their misery. 
But this soon 


proved too mild a spectacle for the 
fiendish malignity of Theebaw. 
One 


of his elder brothers professed utter 
scorn for what could be done to him 
and was flogged to death. 
Another 


who had looked npon foreigners as the 
dirt beneath his feet, and as utterly un 
worthy to crawl between heaven anc 
earth, was taunted and driven to mad- 
ness before receiving a half-fatal blow 
and his writhing body was then thrown 
into the gigantic trench dug to reoeiv 
the dead. A former Governor of Ran 
goon had his nose and mouth filled witl 
gunpowder, a match applied, and h< 
was also flung into the trench to be sti- 
fled by the succeeding bodies. 
On 


yonng girl of 16 was pitched into th 
same heaving grave after having suffer- 
ed every outrage which could be devisee 
by eight soldiers of the guard. 
Th 


massacre was carried on in this leisure 
ly fashion until Theebaw and the exe 
cntioners wqaried of the sport; the 
the women were simply battered ove 
the head, and the children were swun 
against the palace walls. At last tb 
victims were all killed, and the revol 
ing spectacle was over, but Thebaw' 
plan—one not unusual in TSurmah— 
was not successful, for the reason tha 
at least three of his blood escaped, an 
one of them will probably succeed him 
The area of Burmah (a country in th 
southeast of Asia, between India an 
China, and South of Thibet) is 192,00 
square miles, and its population is B 
500,000.
